Funds. 


~ Cleveland. 

The Rev. " Charles E. Coughlin, 
inewly elected president of the 
National Union for Social Justice, 
gave a report of his stewardship 
from 1934 to 1936 at the closing 
session of the convention here last 
month. 

The organisation, he said, con- 
sisted of some 6,000,000 members, 
and he summed up its financial 
status as follows:
